To  Our  Customers:  

On  account  of  the  rapidly  growing  interest  in  new  varieties  of  Peas  producing  large  pods  on  short 
vines,  we  have  made  up  the  following  list  of  Peas  (of  this  general  class)  in  order  to  show  the  similarities  and 
differences  of  the  various  sorts. 

You  will  notice  we  have  included  among  dwarfs,  some  which  grow  as  tall  as  31  inches  in  Montana 
under  irrigation,  while  the  shortest  is  Laxtonian  and  grows  19  inches  tall  in  the  same  locality. 

Irrigated  conditions  in  the  Far  West  seem  to  add  30  to  50  per  cent,  to  the  height  of  the  vines,  while  at 
the  same  time,  there  seems  to  be  comparatively  little  difference  in  the  size  of  the  pods  hetween  irrigated  West- 
ern grown  and  New  York  State  grown  short-vine  varieties  where  the  conditions  of  the  latter  as  to  soil,  climate 
and  moisture-supply  are  favorable.  On  this  account,  you  ought  to  hope  to  get  very  nearly  as  large  pods  under 
favorable  conditions  in  the  East  as  are  grown  under  irrigation  in  the  Far  West,  and  the  development  in  the 
East  requires  much  less  time  than  in  the  irrigated  sections  of  the  Far  West.
